From the tenor of those 
newspapers most conspicuous in the 
enterprise, the foreign reader would 
get the idea that in almost every por­ 
tion of the vast territory embraced 
w ithin the boundary lines of Texas 
aro combined the elements of superior 
clim ate, prolific soil, good society and 
good government that make up the 
conditions requisite to the building 
up 
of 
ideal 
hom es; 
a 
place 
w here industrious 
iceu 
endowed 
their habitations, and soon acquire a 
competency for their declining years, 
raise and educate their children un­ 
der advantageous surroundings, and 
from which they can finally—after 
“ life’s fitful fever” is ended—go to 
their eternal rest with the comforting 
assurance that their proper place in 
the grand economy of the universe 
has on their part been faithfully and 
conscientiously filled and that tne re­ 
sults of their life work will be enjoyed 
by succeeding generations. 
The im­ 
pression sought to be conveyed is that 
Texas’ extraordinary advantages have 
been 
very 
naturally 
overlooked 
through the disposition of 
im mi­ 
grants, 
once 
fairly 
started from 
home, 
to 
push 
as 
far 
from 
their 
old 
Kaaierfi' 
stamping- 
ground 
as 
possible, 
and 
to 
clear across the continent to the Pa­ 
cific coast—tl.eir miuds full of the 
praises of the soil aud climate of Cali­ 
fornia, which has heen sung in their 
ears from early childhood; that the 
far-famed advantages of the golden 
8tate are a fiction, a delusion and a 
snare ; and that now since Texas has 
suddenly been found to he the most 
favored spot on earth in respect of its 
natural advantages and boundless re­ 
sources, a vast horde of eager and 
im patient immigrants are making 
ready to rush in here; and that it be­ 
comes the old-timers here to prepare 
to receive them with large-hearted 
hospitality; that, therefore, im migra­ 
tion societies and an 
immigration 
bureau should be organized, so that 
this large arm y of peaceful invaders 
m ay have convenient access to sources 
of information add agents to guide 
them in the selection of homes. 
One 
would imagine th at all Texas was in a 
state of convulsive preparation for an 
exhibition of wholesale hospitality on 
a magnificent and gigantic scale such 
as was never before witnessed any­ 
where. 


NO MERIT TO THE MOVEMENT. 
The real truth is, however, that the 
movement is being m ade in the in­ 
terest of real estate dealers and specu­ 
lators—incidentally, of the business, 
of course, at the various commercial 
and manufacturing centers. 
But it is 
not at all true th at there exists a 
widespread impulse among the over­ 
populated cities and towns of the east 
to em igrate to T exas; nor are the peo­ 
ple of this State as a mass looking for 
or desiring a wholesome influx of im­ 
m igrants. 
They 
would be 
satis­ 
fied, 
would 
‘ in 
fact 
greatly 
prefer a natural and healthy increase 
of population rather than be disturbed 
by a forced movement. 
I cannot ac­ 
count for the fact that those papers 
th at are bending all their energies to 
tho work of getting up the proposed 
immigration boom devote so much of 
th eir space to the abuse and misrep 
resentation of California. The large 
dailies have published letters from 
E astern people who had beeu disap­ 
pointed in their unwarranted expecta­ 
tion of rea'izing in California a for­ 
tune in a few weeks and in being able 
to purchase for a mere song some 
piece of real estate, all the grand pos­ 
sibilities of which could be developed 
in a single season, aud therefore pro­ 
nounced California a stupendous fraud. 
These letters of course were backed up 
by editorial animadversions upon the 
climate, soil, etc., of the Pacific Coast, 
and both editorials aud the letters 
republished by the various weeklies 
here, real estate men ordering the 
publication of large extra editions for 
free distributton, and thus scattering 
the false statem ents and misleading 
comments broadcast throughout tho 
world. 
A STRIKING CONTRAST OF ADVANTAGE*. 
I have never yet seen the climate 
of California over-praised, but people 
whose constitutions are ontirely brok­ 
en down, and who are suffering from 
chronic diseases, 
cannot expect a 
mere six weeks’ residence there to 
cure them and restore thefn to 
sound physcal condition. 
Yet, that 
is precisely what a m ajority of such 
people are 
stupidly 
looking 
for. 
Again, it requires some tim e, exer­ 
cise of brain and muscle, aud involves 
the expenditure of money to effect the 
transform ation of a section of the 
county from the apparent condition of 
a desert waste into a fertile, blooming 
tract, laid out into fine farms, with 
profile orchards, etc., constituting an 
earthly paradise for homes, both as to 
the purpose of residence, and where 
large returns from the culture of the 
soil are insured, and at the same 
time presenting the most favorable 
conditions for the raising and training 
of children. This is w hat I understand 
is claimed by those who are working 
in the interest of California immigra- 
tion—th at all the conditions essential 
for 
securing 
the 
grandest future 
possible to hov section of the world 
exists there, and th at the em igrant is 
offered 
the golden 
opportunity of 
sharing in the work of developing its 
exhaustlees resources, though a wise 
use 
of 
the 
opportunities 
at 
hand 
and 
a 
certainty 
of 
sharing proportionately in the general 
grow th 
and 
prosperity. 
This is 
no 
idle fancy, either but plainly 
capable of accomplishment in very 
m uch less tim e and at far less ex­ 
ase than is required to “ clear up” 


eyes, seen the dem onstration, and 
tnat, too, within cannon-shot of Los 
Angeles, as witness the marvelous 
transformation of the face of the land­ 
scape adjacent to the city itself, and 
was in the vicinity of the Arroyo Seco, 
the 
Indianapolis capitalist’s work, 
and the magnificent vineyards and 
orchards lying along the base of tho 
spurs of the San Gabriel range. 
8uch 
rapid transformations are not prac­ 
ticable in this section of the world. 


THE COLOR FROitLKM AS A HARRIER. 
But what I regard as a formidable, 
if not an insuperable barrier to 
large and desirable immigration to 
Texas, is the tenacious foothold al­ 
ready secured here by tiie colored 
element. It is here to stay—a result 
of the system of ownership of labor 
that 
so seriously 
for generations 
retarded 
the 
development of re­ 
sources of the South and was such a 
dead weight upon its progress. 
It 
hangs on like grim death—a ‘‘dam ned 
syot” that will not out. A Northern 
visitor to Southern Texas, not taking 
into consideration the immigration 
question or the general interests of its 
various communities thinking only of 
the progress and welfare of the freed- 
men themselves and their descend­ 
ants—would bo likely 
to describe 
them as in a wonderfully prosperous 
condition. That is, apparently, the 
truth, especially in tho central and 
southern parts of the State. A North­ 
ern m an or Californian visiting one of 
the representative cities here, is as­ 
tonished at what li9 beholds. 
E nter­ 
ing any first-cla«s retail dry goods or 
grocery storo, for instance, ho will 
see a characteristic picture of tho 
social 
condition: graceful, elegant 
and stylishly dressed ladies and gen­ 
tlemen 
of 
the 
upper 
classes, 
inspecting 
the 
goods 
displayed 
and 
makjng 
their 
purchases' at 
the same counter, at the same mo­ 
m ent; treated ateo with the same po­ 
liteness and courteous deference, he 
will behold characteristic specimens 
of every type of the colored race, 
from the tattered, dilapidated and 
crippled old relic of slavery days to 
the richly-dressed, dudish darky of 
the present; bareheaded, barefooted, 
ragged wenches alongside their colored 
sisters who have the means to ape 
the latest extravagant fashions of the 
aristocratic class of white ladies. 
At 
aristocratic, 
well-kept saloons, re­ 
splendent with magnificent mirrors, 
rosowood and mahogany furniture, 
dazzliug chandeliers, walls hung with 
costly oil paintings and rare speci­ 
mens of tho engraver’s art., he will 
see at the mArblo bar a little knot of 
prominent, elegantly-dressed politi- 
ci;.ns, or perhaps merchants, discus­ 
sing 
the tariff or 
surplus 
ques­ 
tions and 
enjoying 
their 
tods 
right 
alongside an indiscriminate 
party of negroes of various ages, 
sizes, styles of dress and shades of 
color, discussing neighborhood gossip, 
or perhaps disputing over the relative 
racing qualities of an old mule, swal­ 
lowing 
their 
whisky 
straight at 
pleasure, the barkeepers deftly sweep­ 
ing their coin into the till, accom­ 
panying the movement with a grace­ 
ful a bow and as polite a “ thanks” to 
hia sable customers as he would give 
in ackhowlod&raent of the chance cus 
tom of a w hi'e millionaire. 
On their 
happy way to and from school you 
will see little part:es of pert youug 
wenches and boys, neatly and even 
stylishly apparelled, hurrying along 
with hooka in hand, chatting volutlj 
about their studies or games, and 
mixed up indiscriminately with white 
!>ojs and girld attendants of the same 
echools. 
TIIE FRUIT OF SLAVERY A SOCIAL LEVEL. 
This is so great a contrast to the 
condition of things a Northern m an is 
accustomed to, and to his precon­ 
ceived ideas of the state of society 
here, that he feels aB though he is in 
a strange country and not sure of his 
bearings, lie is like a eat in a strange 
garret and wants to get away. One 
can see now, in a thousand ñámeles 
wavs, the white people hero now are 
suffering from the inevitable results 
of the long era of slavery times. The 
negroes, accustomed for generations to 
life of Servitude, seem to feel th a t a 
heavy debt is due their race from the 
whites )forgotting, if they have ever 
been informed, that they inaugurated 
the system of enslaving war-captiveB 
themselves, long before they began 
selling each ether to the white race); 
and the more their privileges ure ex­ 
tended, and the more they realize 
their recently acquired powers, the 
more they dem and and the greater the 
liberties they take. 
Many of them 
have taken up land and are laying the 
foundation oí future wealth. As a 
class there is no question 
as 
to 
their intelligence—they have plenty 
of 
brains— but 
they 
are 
sur­ 
prisingly ignorant and altogether at 
sea as to the political history of the 
country, the present situation, and 
have as a class, no perception of their 
duties or haw to serve the general 
interest or promote their own class 
interests at the polls. They are, in­ 
deed, uuaccountably deficient in po­ 
litical common sense. 
I am aware 
that this id not the estimate generally 
given, but I am forced to that opinion. 
During the past year I have conversed 
with colorea men regarded as leaders 
of. their kind, under circumstances 
Dcculiarly favorable for getting at 
their real opinion and for ascertain­ 
ing the extent of their knowledge of 
surrounding facts, and I have lost 
w hat little faith I 
ever had 
their 
reliability. 
As a 
clasB 
am 
satisfied 
they do not 
com­ 
prehend 
the 
importance of 
the 
principles upon which our system of 
governm ent is founded, that they do 
not possess that inherent feeling of 
patriotism and love of our country 
and its flag that anim ates the hearts 
of all other classes of our citizens. (I 
do not say that they have any cause 
for loving the country, or have not—I 
merely state it as a fact that they do 
not seem imbued with a sense of obli- 
ation or fealty to society in general.) 
_ can not avoid the feeling that they 
constitute a dangerous class 
Do not 
understand m e as wishing to convey 
the idea th at they are actually hostile 
to the government, or th at they are 
plotting against the peace of society 
bere. Not at all; but they believe 
their race has suffered wrongs, and of 
course the present generation of them 
is imbued with an idea that they are 
entitled to a little more leeway than 
others on th a t account. 


THE DANGER-CLOUD IN TUE SOUTHERN 
BET. 
I know that there are secret socie­ 
ties among them , and political cabals, 
and that a certain class of shrewd and 
cunning darkies, talented as to the 
faculty of laying ropes aud pulling 


advantage in th a t respect of poor 
whites, they are restless and far from 
being satisfied, and constitutes a for­ 
midable obstacle in the way of any 
veneral movement for the benefit of 
the State at large. 
The class of white 
men in the Northern States who 
have some property saved, and girls 
and boys grow ing up, and who want 
to em igrate to where they may secure 
farms in tho sam e neighborhood—to 
settle for life, in fac t—do not want to 
go where they are liable to have 
negroesfor their only neighbors, with 
the black children the solo associates 
of their own. They are men w ho be­ 
lieve in the negro’s title to all the 
rights of hum anity, and many of them 
have proved the sincerity of their pro- 
fe-sions by risking their lives on the 
battlefield in the effort to secure for 
them these rights 
But they ulso be­ 
lieve as Abraham Lincoln did, that 
the mutu d association of the whites 
and blacks, on an equality in the 
same community is an incongruity 
that will work evil. 
At all events ii 
is distasteful, 
it is forced upon the 
people here by the very fact of the 
pressure of a large proportion of the 
colored population, and they 
are 
wieely doing the best they can under 
the circumstances. 
Long association 
with the colored people of course 
removed much of the natural aver­ 
sion, and again, the negroes know 
just how far to go in their dealings 
with them , and they are at peace. 
You will find tho colored men here 
eager to question strangers in regard 
to Brazil, California. South America, 
>r any portion of the world where 
there is unoccupied land, and you 
will draw the conclusion that they 
could easily lie induced to emigrate 
olonize; but experience shows that 
it is not to their liking. They have 
plenty of muscle, but as a class lack 
the courage and the fortitude and per­ 
sistence involved in the enterprise 
of building up new’ communities in a 
wildnerness under new’ and discour­ 
aging 
surroundings, 
which 
is so 
m arked a characteristic of the Anglo 
Saxon race. They are moral cowards 
also, as a class—a result, doubtless, 
of their long subjection to another 
race, and are fearful of somehow 
getting on the 
chains again. 
So, 
laving a solid and tangible foothold 
here, their people enjoying almost a 
monopoly of the m anual labor to be 
performed, and holding most of the 
desirable situations requiring manual 
labor, rapidly increasing in numbers, 
nothing Dut a heavy immigration of 
whites from 
the 
other States or 
Europe can prevent their outnum ­ 
bering the white population h erein 
course of time. This is w hat I can­ 
not help feeling, is) an insurm ount­ 
able barrier to the success of th e im ­ 
migration scheme the real estate men 
have inaugurated.

This road will really 
com plete the Southern Pacific’s line 
across the continent, as at present it 
enters San Francisco over the track of 
the Central Pacific It may bs interest­ 
ing to give a brief explanation of this. 
W hen the directors of the Central 
Pacific realized that the competition 
th at would be brought against them 
by new trans-continental lines would 
be very severe, they saw that it was 
necessary to have a right of way of 
their own, to the A tlantic ocean and 
thus be independent of other roads 
for at th at time their eastern terminal 
point was Ogden and their 
only 
ontlet was over the Union Pacific 
Three corporations were formed, the 
Southern Pacific of California, the 
the Southern 
Pacific of Arizona 
and 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
of 
of New Mexico. These roads were 
built, and this gave a line from San 
Francisco to El Paso. 
Then thoy 
built a road as far as Houston, taking 
in the Galveston, Harrisburg and San 
Antonio road, and pushed on to the 
Louisiana State line. A road was 
alreadv in operation there, known as 
the Morgan road, and 
this 
line 
possessed 
magnificent 
terminal 
facilities in New Orleans, which the 
Southern Pacific people saw would be 
necessary for them to possess. 
They 
finally succeeded in securing 
this 
system by the paym ent of $7,000,000 
and for the first time had a through 
route across 
the continent. 
The 
lines, however, 
were 
in separate 
ownership, and the directors saw that 
it was necessary that they should all 
be consolidated so as to avoid dissen­ 
sions after the d:rectorate passed out 
of the hands of the original owners 
of the road. Congress was therefore 
asked to consolidate all these lines in 
one company, but the bill was re­ 
jected in the Senate, by a majority 
of one. The railroad men were not to 
be foiled, however; they went into 
Kentucky and incorporated as the 
Southern Pacific of Kentucky, with an 
enorm ous capital, and purchased all 
the stock of the com pany’s on the 
line across the continent (really a 
transfer of their pioperty to them ­ 
selves) and thus obtained their de­ 
sired end. As the Central Pacific line 
is leased to the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, there have, of course, been no 
difficulties, 
and 
the 
Southern 
Pacific has 
run into San F ran­ 
cisco 
over 
the 
C entral’s 
track 
b u t when the new line along the coast 
is completed the Southern Pacific 
Company in its own right will possess 
a right-of-way from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific.

AW OPEN LETTER TO M EX B2BS OF CONGRESS. 
Dear Bib :—1 have been told that it was 
uselesBto address you regarding our ocean 
mail service to South America; that a ma­ 
jority of members knew little and cared less 
about the honor and interest of the United 
States in the southern half of the continent 
of America: that you were po absorbed in 
the tariff; the Presidential election or other 
party questions, that you could not do any­ 
thing for our commercial marine, eveu to 
the extent of fair pay for mail service. 
I 
am unwilling to believe this. I believe that 
members of Congress, as a whole, are sin - 
oerely 
desirous 
of advancing the 
In­ 
terests of 
our country, and if 
they 
but understood 
that 
all 
that 
was 
asked in aid of mail service to South Amer­ 
ica was the application of the same prin­ 
ciple which governs our postal service on 
land, vis.: Paying what the service is worth 
without regard to the amount of postage 
earned on the route, there would be no de­ 
ity in author zing it. At present the Post­ 
master General is limited so he cannot pay 
more than the postage earned. On a new 
route this is, of course, small, but the ser­ 
vice may be very costly aud valuable. The

oy express *nd mail coaches built up eur 
■ West, and thousands of mail routes to­ 
day receive from ten to fifty times as much 
Cor carrying the mail as the postage earned 
•pon them. 
Bills are now pending in Congress which 
will permit the payment of fair compensa 
Hob for mail service to South America. It 
has been suggested to me that these would 
be antagonized by American lines t~> oth«r 
countries.

FELL DEAD. 


I u 11ft llu n D r n p i D o w n o n C o m ­ 
m e r c ia l S tr e e t. 
An Italian nam e! Giacobina fell 
dead in the street opposite the fruit 
stand at 223 Commercial street last 
night at about 9 :30 o’clock. 
He was 
hastily picked up by those who saw 
him fall, and carried into the fruit 
stand and set in a chair. 
Mr. Laird, 
the proprietor of the place proceeded 
at once to bathe his temples, but ere 
lie had moro than commenced his 
work the unfortunate m an gave a 
gasp and life was pronounced extinct. 
Tho policeman on that beat inuned - 
ately reported at ihe Coroner’s office 
aud’police headquarters, and an am ­ 
bulance was dispatched to convey the 
rem ains to the morgue. 
Coroner 
M eredith beiug away, tho inquest was 
deferred until to-day. 
I t appears from the facts a reporter 
was able to glean last night, that 
Giacobino was formerly employed as 
a cook in the restauraut of Mrs. 
Decker and other eating houses about 
town. 
lie was uiilicted with asthm a 
and for the past few weeks was en 
tirely incapacitated for work. 
He 
lodged with a German who keeps a 
bed-house near the 
6ceno of his 
death. At this place he was indebted 
for several week’s lodging, and his 
landlord and other persons in the 
neighborhood made 
application to 
have him adm itted to the county hos­ 
pital. 
Repeated 
efforts 
were 
made 
in 
this 
direction, 
but 
the hospital was full. So he remained 
a burden on the hands of those who 
CA'ed lor him until death suddenly 
cut him off. This at least is the story 
of his landlord aud someoi the neigh­ 
b o r . The only intim ate friends the 
deceased had’ in this city were an 
Italian barber on Commercial street 
near Alameda, and a shoemaker in 
the same locality. From the former it 
was learned that Giacobino was 44 
years of age and bad been in Califor­ 
nia m any years, although but a few 
months a resident of Los Angeles. H is 
disease had oppressed him very much 
daring tho last few days, but yester­ 
day afternoon ho seemed better.

A Corner Stone Laid for 
tbe First 


ENGLISH LUTHERAN OHURBH. 


Sermons at 
tlie Grace M. 
£. 
C hnrrh and the First 
C ongregational. 


Y esterday afternoon at half-past 2 
the ceremonies of laying the corner 
stone of the First English Lutheran 
Church, in course of erection on the 
corner of Eighth and Flower streets, 
was held. 
A large num ber of friends 
and members of the church assembled 
to participate in the services. 
The 
' services opened with an invocation, 
followed by lesponsive readings of the 
"V enite Exultem us.” The choir sang 
“ I Love Thee Zion,” and after the 
reading of the Scripture Rev. W. J. 
. Chichester, D. I)., ol the First Pres- 
fjbyterian Church, offered prayer. The 
choir then sang the hym n, “ Glorious 
Things of Thee Are Spoken.” 
Rev. 
W. H. Pendleton, of the First Baptist 
C hurch, delivered the opeuing ad' 
dress, and Rev E. S. W illiams, of the 
Third 
Congregational Church, re­ 
sponded. The choir then sang, “ Tri­ 
um phant Zion Lift Thy H ead.” 
Rev. C. W. Heisler, who has been 
pastor of tlie organization since it was 
tirst founded in the city, gave a brief 
hiBtory of the church prior to per­ 
forming the formal ceremony of lay­ 
ing tlie corner-stone. This church 
was organized fifteen months ago 
w ith thirty members and the number 
had increased to eighty in this short 
tim e 
The first services were held in 
the First Presbyterian Church. From 
there the worshippers went to the 
Masonic Hall, then to Armory Hall, 
and finally to the present quarters, G. 
A. R. Hall. 
He felt th at the church 
was being built in accordance to the 
wishes o fth e Divina and as a servant 
of the Lord he earnestly besought his 
people to co-operate in the work that 
the m aster had given them to per­ 
form 
The corner-stone was then 
placed 
in 
position 
and 
the 
ceremony 
perf rmed 
and 
the 
erection of the 
English Lutheran 
Church 
waB 
formally 
begun. 
This church, when finished, will be a 
very handsome building, and will add 
greatly to the architectural beauty of 
tlie city. 
The designs and plans 
were drawn by Mr. E. A. Coxhead, 
and that fact is an assurance that the 
building will be well constructed. The 
church and school chapel will cover 
au area of 100x53 feet. 
The school 
chapel is ready now for roofing, so 
th at an idea can he obtained of what 
it will lie when finished. 
It will seat 
120, and by m eans of sliding doors it 
can be added to the main body of the 
church. 
The auditorium will be 
50x03 feofc and will seat 350. 
There 
will be a common entrance to both 
chapel and church on Eighth street, 
but 
the 
main 
entrance 
is 
on 
Flow er 
street. 
I t 
is 
under 
a stone arch which supports the dome 
which will rise seventy feet in the air 
in perfect proportion to the gables. 
The entire lower portion ofthe church 
will he of sandstone and and the 
upper poitioa of shiiiglea. 
Over the 
entrance the pastor’s study is lo­ 
cated, and is connected with a flight 
of steps with the pulpit, which is in a 
half dome, at the back of which are 
several windows. 
On the other side 
of the pulpit the organ will be lo­ 
cated. 
Iuside the work will be very 
neat and in harm ony w ith the object 
of the building, 
it will have the 
best exam ple of a 
hummer-beam 
trussed root supported by columns in 
the city. The floor will be sloping 
and the furniture will consist of es­ 
pecially designed 
benches. 
Alto­ 
gether it will be a v -ry commodious 
and comfortable house of worship.

pleasures. 
ti)m e people trv to live two lives. 
They are 
double-minded, unstable 
and inconsistent. 
“ No m an can serve 
two musters.” 
Soldiers are in a great 
degree dead men. 
They die to their 
own plans and live to the great 
thought of obedience and patriotism. 
A man can be civüüue mortuuf, or 
civilly dead. 
A man can be worldly 
dead, or insensible to moral truth. 
Anschlag is called bv the phrenolo­ 
gist a m >ral idiot. 
The Christian is 
said to chose a new plan, a new life 
and a new ruler, and a*new world. 
Therefore, he dies to the pld pne, 
becomes separated from the one and 
forover attached to the other. 
A 
m an’s life is his Bupreme wealth. As 
he understands and appreciates i t he 
gives all else for it. The law permits 
him to defend it. 
He makes it a 
study how to preserve it. 
Physicians 
and remedies m ultiply because of 
this need. 
Yet death is the universul 
lot of all. The groat need is a hidden 
life, a life behind the veil of the flesh, 
one unseen, independent of decay, of 
m atter or physical law. one undis­ 
covered by the senses, that takes hold 
upon the memory, faith and hope, and 
love; a secured life, a kept life. The 
great doctrine of Christ suits us best. 
H e is called a tower, rock, a m outain:

interest and practical thought. His de­ 
scription of Bethany and its twenty 
inhabitants, ii.digent and thriftless as 
they were, was em inently picturesque. 
Speaking further, he said : The ten- 
derest scenes in the life of our Lord 
are close'y associated with this ancient 
village. 
Here Lazarus was raised 
from the dead, and Mary performed 
her act of unselfish devotion, pouring 
the precious ointm ent on the feet 
of Jesus. This 
home 
of 
Mary 
and 
M ariha 
was 
a spot most 
dear to the heart of our Lord, who 
found 1ÚB sweetest rest in this simple 
home, not noted for its poverty, and 
certainly not for opulence. 
In this 
situation, this medium of finances is 
true happiness to be found. 
As man 
becomes independent there is danger 
of his growing proud. 
As his wishes 
become satisfied, his desire for con­ 
stant indulgence increases. 
On the 
other hand, we m ust recognize poverty 
to be the prolific m other of crime, and 
should be assiduously shunned. There 
is no special merit in poverty or wealth. 
While we are to imitate the spirit of 
Christ we are not to im itate the per 
son of Christ, like the Chinese. Christ 
came to show naked manhood and bv 
His spiritual sovereignity to teach 
spirituality. 
Had He come in a cha­ 
riot the poor m an would have felt loth 
to follow in H is train, and only the 
rich would have found eternal inher­ 
itance. 
Yet not all C hrist's followers 
were poor. Peter had a house at Ca­ 
pernaum and fishing appurtenauces; 
Matthew was a custom-house otiicer, 
and we know that all custom-house 
officers are not p)or. 
There is a 
prominent 
error 
constantly made 
m speaking of great men as hav­ 
ing 
risen 
from 
poverty, 
such 
as Garfield rose from that poverty. 
To you who are in the middle walks 
of life, be content. 
You who are sur­ 
rounded by i>overty, get our of it as 
soon a-4 fair m eans will allow ; and to 
you who are in opulence, be generous 
and bestow your gifts on those less 
favored. In tuis simple home we find 
the nature of true hospitality. 
M ar­ 
tha thought to give the best she had in 
the best w ay; Mary thought she could 
show her desire to serve tbe Lord best 
by her receptivity, and thus sitting at 
the feet of Jesus, we find her listen­ 
ing 
attentively 
to 
every 
word 
as 
it 
fell 
from 
divine 
lips, 
Yet M artha in her bustling 
way 
marred this hospitality by her rebuk­ 
ing words, “ Dost thou not care, hast 
thou no sense of sym pathy for me, 
bid her aid me in the preparation of 
the meal ” Nothing can kill hospi­ 
tality quicker than this lack of tran­ 
quility, calmness and repose. 
Christ 
was more desirous of the society of 
these women than of a table loaded 
with rich viands. M artha’s method 
of reproof was wrong. 
Anger dis­ 
qualifies anyone in giving reproof, but 
let rebuke be given in love and it 
shall be a blessing to the rebuked. 
The desire to show one’s good works 
did 
M artha 
in 
complaining 
of 
her 
taek 
in 
the 
bane 
of all sensoriou^esp. 
A woman like 
M artha can never understand a wo­ 
m an, like many. Oftentimes in our 
church relations, we meet with a 
member who does not appear to be a 
shinning or great light and yet this 
poor one may be doing some secret 
ample service as did Mary. 
Let not 
the hands say to the foot, I have no 
need of thee, the eye to th e ear, I have 
no need of thee. All are members of 
one m an and are necessary in the 
great work to be done. 
Every home 
is doubly blessed that has Christ in 
it, and especially should every wo­ 
man who desires to live a life of true 
womanhood, recognize Christ as the 
giver of all. 
W ith H is coming came 
a new life for 
woman and all 
she has and is she ows to Christ. 
To the young man let me say if you 
do not wear the white ribbon on your 
breast let me hope you at least wear 
its emblem in your heart. 
Take a 
practical lesson from the biography of 
Charles Kingley. 
Christ taught sub 
miesiveness of minor to major things. 
He recognized the devotion of Mar­ 
th a ; for He said: “ Thou art careful 
of many things, but one thou lack- 
est.” Of Mary, He said: “ She hath 
chosen the good part.” The lesson 
comes direct to us and should teach 
us how to ihrow off some of this bur­ 
den that is training us away from that 
tranquility that is so essential to a 
true Christian life. Therefore with 
Mary let us oftener sit a t the feet of 
Jesus. 
Forget if you will all 'these 
other leesons, but take this lesson of 
Christ with you into your homes and

Mr. Win. Coghill, of Bnenos Ayres, 
South America, on his way to Coquilla, 
Mexico, stopped for a few hours in tbe 
city, and was m et at t he Nadeau by a 
H kuai.d reporter. 
Being somewhat 
curious to know tow ething of the 
country from 
which 
Mr. 
Coghill 
hailed, a request for information was 
made. 
“ C ertainly,” replied the gen­ 
t em an, “ I would be most happy to 
give you any information possible, 
but indeed 1 fear there is very little of 
inter st to tell. N otw ithstanding I 
have resided near Buenos Ayres for a 
num ber of years, I am far from in 
love with the country, and am not dis­ 
posed to expatiate 
on its merits 
to 
any 
great 
extent. 
I 
say 
m erits, 
for 
there 
are 
some 
features about the country I very 
m uch like. 
The climate is better 
than in most parts of the United 
States, but of course iu no way equal 
to California. 
The chief industry is 
s'ock raising. 
I he im mense plains 
support large herds of cattle, horses 
and sheep; however, it requires about 
twenty times as much land to support, 
an animal as in this country. 
People 
live easy, in fact entirely too easy for 
the comfort of persons not bred and 
born to a life of indolence. The m er­ 
chants in Buenos Ayres are nearly all 
Italians. There are quite a number 
of Americans represented in th e mer 
cintile departm ents and a sprinkling 
of Englishmen. Tbe greatest object­ 
ion to the place i-* the utter absence 
of society in which the English or 
Americans 
would 
care to move.

strange to come to such a bustling, 
thrifty place aftet years of seclusion 
in the 
slow-going cities of South 
America. The contrast is as marked 
as day and night. It certainly must, 
be delightful to live in such a place 
and

society yon have here. 
I could at 
first hardly understand how in so 
short a timé a city with alt the modern 
conveniences could spring up, hut I 
serceive your population is drawn 
rom all over the U nited States, and 
even Europe; hence you can avail 
yourself of the experience of cities 
all over the world. 
I am indeed glad 
to see it, for I am confident when you 
are full here, Coquilla, with her in­ 
viting climate and soil, will receive 
her share of the cream of civilization.”
